The first large scale harvest of 
potatoes in the county is now un­ 
derway on the F. L. Dodds and 
Sons farms on Route (j near Co­ 
lumbus. They have started digging 
their early Katahdins and making 
deliveries direct to stores in this 
vicinity. 
More than 
GOO bushels of 
the 
new crop have been dug by the 
Dodds, who have men at work on 
their farms getting the spuds out 
of the ground. The potatoes are 
just about the finest these men 
have ever produced and there is a 
remarkably fine yield per 
acre. 
The large sized firm white Katah­ 
dins find a ready market and are 
favorites with the purchasers. The 
potatoes are graded 
and 
sacked 
and lelivered in fine shape. 
The crop is being harvested on 
a plan whereby digging is done 
twice each week, the potatoes held 
three days and then they are grad­ 
ed in accordance with IT. S. Stand­ 
ards. This year the Dodds have 
over 50 acres planted to potatoes.

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WOMEN NEEDED TO HELP SAVE FRUIT CROP 
Pennsy lvania’s women and girls are doing more than 
a man-sized job in relieving the shortage oi p ickers 
on the bump er fruit crop s, Miss Eliza Corbin, assistant 
etate sup ervisor of Emergency Farm Labor at the Penn­ 
sy lvania State College, revealed today . 
4 * Hundreds and hundreds of feminine workers have 
literally saved much of our fruit crop s by volunteering 
as p ickers of cherries, and are now busy on p eaches 
and tomatoes, Miss Corbin revealed. At the s^me time 
recruiting is under way for harvesting p rune p lums, 
grap es, late p eaches, p ears, ap p les and other tomato 
crop s. 
A critical fruit area will be Erie county , where 
8 2,000 p rune p lum trees will have to be p icked from 
Sep tember 7 to 20. 
In the same area, 7,500 acres of 
grap es must be harvested from Sep tember 20 to Octo­ 
ber 21, and sp ecial women’s camp s are being p lanned 
to 
meet the situation. 
Recruiting for the Erie county camp s is under way 
in Clearfield, Jeffeison, Forest, Clarion, Warren, and 
Crawford counties, and women and out-of-school girls 
are being sought for the fruit p icking. 
Women of Philadelp hia and Pittsburgh are now 
p icking tomatoes in Lancaster county . Over 100 school 
girls of Blair, Cambria, Northumberland, Luzerne and 
Allegheny counties are working in p each orchards of 
Adam « county . 
In a d d itio n 
virtually every county in the state has 
has corp s of girls and women working in local orchards 
and on farms as the feminine volunteers meet the short­ 
age of 
available p ickers during the critical seasonal 
harvests. 
W arren county has already made a commendable 
contribution to this essential p atriotic p roject. 
Girls 
and women interested in help ing to save the p rune and 
grap e crop may secure further information by ap p ly ing 
at the local office of the Farm Labor Corp s at 220 
'Liberty street. 


THE I jO NGEST FIGHT 
The second World War is five y ears old. 
At dawn 
on Sep t. 1, 19 39 , the German armies marched into 
Poland. 
Today the weary remnants and rep lacements 
of those armies are being forced back through Poland 
toward the same borders which the Nazi invaders 
crossed so confidently five y ears ago. 
Organized hostilities in Poland lasted only 35 day s. 
But the Poles never stop p ed fighting. Even before the 
cap itulation, the late General Sikorski succeeded in 
forming an army of 8 0,000 in France to carry on the 
' battle. 
And at home guerrilla units were organized 
which eventually became the underground army of 
250,000 that now, after five y ears of stealthy , weak re­ 
sistance, is striking a strong and op en blow against the 
op p ressor. 
The Polish forces outside of Poland have 
fought 
.Unceasingly for the victory that is now in sight. They 
went through the battle of France in 19 40, and were 
the first men into Narvik in the ill-fated invasion of 
Norway. 
Another army was organized among released 
p risoners in Russia. 
Seventy -five thousand men were 
transferred to the Middle East. These fought through 
the Liby an camp aign and are now aiding the advance 
in Italy . 
Another 8 0,000 are fighting with the Red 
Army. 
The Polish navy was at Dunkirk and Diep p e. 
Its 
small force of warship s p articip ated in the Bismarck 
attack, and in Atlantic and Mediterranean op erations. 
And Polish merchantmen have sailed all the world's 
oceans in Allied convoy s. 
The 12,000 men of Poland’s air force have flown 
more than 7000 sorties, drop p ing almost 8 000 tons of 
bombs and destroy ing or damaging up wards of 1000 
enemy aircraft. 
In the p ast fiv e y ears Poland has lost almost one- 
fifth of her prewar p op ulation—6,600,000 killed in battle 
or by torture, p rivation and disease. 
Yet the most 
brutal punishment that Nazi sadism could devise has 
not been able to 
weaken Poland’s hop e, or kill her 
resistance. 
Poland’s 
contribution to victory - may seem small 
when compared with the armies and industrial might of 
America or Britain or Russia. 
But Poland’s contribu­ 
tion of spirit and courage has been very great. Without 
this example, and its later reflection in England, France 
and Norway, in Greece and Yugoslavia and Russia, free­ 
dom in Europe could not have survived to see imp ending 
.v ictory. 
Now that victory is in sight, at the end of five y ears 
of war, it is p rop er that we should remember and hail 
the nation which has fought the longest, and suffered 
the most.

ASHINGTON - Without 
detracting one bit from 
the magnificent showing made 
by American troop s in north­ 
west France, history must find 
a p lace for the gallant record of 
the relatively small British and 
Canadian forces who stood and 
took it while the Yanks were 
ex ecuting the sp ectacular end 
runs which envelop ed Cherbourg, 
Brittany and outflanked Paris. 
To these Tommies and Map le 
Leafers, with some Dutch and 
Belgian elements, fell the task 
of holding the p ivotal eastern 
end of the Normandy beachhead 
—where the Germans had the 
most troop s, where they could 
more easily bring up reinforce­ 
ments and where it was known 
they would fight desp erately to 
p rotect the “rocket coast.” 
Yank Opposition Fades 
The American forces p ushed 
westward. Again, they must be 
given all credit and sincere grat­ 
itude for the most courageous 
fighting against the most bitter 
resistance. Yet the fact remains 
that in a relatively short time 
their op p osition faded out as com­ 
p ared to that met by the British 
and Canadians, and they were 
off on a succession of headline- 
catching dashes while the British 
and Canadians were still slug­ 
ging it out in the east, with little 
or no glory . 
Let’s take a look at the time­ 
table as recorded in the com­ 
muniques: 
On June 10, four day s after the 
landing, U. S. troop s were p ush­ 
ing 
west 
while 
the 
British- 
Canadian force “stood firm” 
in 
the area of Caen, still in enemv 
hands. Nex t day the Americans 
were p ushing north on the Cher­ 
bourg p eninsula to the outskirts 
of Montebourg. On the 13th they 
were within ten miles of Cher­ 
bourg. The British and Canadians 
were 
still 
struggling 
around 
Caen, having taken a few villages. 
British Hold Firm 
On the 14th German armor 
violently attacked the British be­ 
tween 
Caen 
and 
Tilly . 
The 
Americans were ex p anding south 
and 
west 
on 
the 
Cherbourg 
p eninsula. On the 17th the Ger­ 


mans launched a heavy attack 
east of Caen, which the Tommies 
and Canadians withstood. Nex t 
day the Yanks cut the p eninsula. 
Cherbourg fell on the night of 
the 26th after heavy fighting, and 
nex t day the British cut the 
Caen-Villers 
Bocage 
railroad, 
southeast of Caen, in the face of 
heavy 
infantry 
and 
armored 
counterattacks and in a torrential 
rain. On the 29 th the Germans 
op ened a heavy counterattack on 
the Caen-Villers-Bocage railroad. 
In a little over three weeks the 
Americans had swep t over almost 
the entire Cherbourg p eninsula. 
The British and Canadians, un­ 
der ceaseless counterattack, had 
struggled barely 15 miles from 
the beach. 
July 3 the Americans Started 
driving down the west coast of 
the p eninsula. By the ninth the 
British and Canadians had taken 
Caen after the most brutal kind 
of infighting, esp ecially over- the 
Carp iquet airp ort in the Cana­ 
dian sector, 
i 
On the 29 th, the Yanks took 
; Coutances, having advanced to 
i occup y a total of more than 300 
square miles in about ten day s. 
| The British and Canadians, mean­ 
while, were trading villages with 
the Germans and had been held 
up by a strong tank screen before 
Vimont. 
Up to this time the Americans 
had met stiff op p osition, but now 
the end had begun in northwest 
France. Like wildfire, the Yanks 
sp read over Brittany . Then five 
American columns turned east 
toward Paris. 
Canadians Take Falaise 
On Aug. 12th the Americans 
were ten miles south of Nantes 
and on the 18 th they had lib­ 
erated Dreux , Chartres, Chateau- 
dun and Orleans. 
On that day the Canadians 
took Falaise, after being held up 
7,000 y ards from the town. 
The Falaise gap was dosed the 
nex t 
day —Canadians 
on 
the 
north 
and Americans 
on 
the 
south Both took heavy beatings 
from the Germans, most of whom 
escap ed that trap , only to stumble 
into a larger one against the 
banks of the Seine. 
The 
Canadians 
and 
British 
were still engaged with hard- 
fighting Germans on the Cabourg- 
Gace highway .

| collection program is such an im ­ 
portant one. 
The mesh bags to be used by the 
school children hold 
about 
one 
bushel of milkweed floss and two 
bags of floFs w ill 'ill «. life jacket. 
E v e ry collection, however small, 
may help to save a life. 
According to the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, freshly pick­ 
ed pods at the start of the season 
weigh about 15 pounds per bag 
but later the fully dry pods weign 
only about 5 pounds. Prices, how­ 
ever. are based upon full bags, not 
on weight. A satisfactorily filled 
bag should contain a*bout 800 pods, 
for which the government w ill pay 
20 cents when 
they 
have 
been 
properly dried. 
Children and any others intend­ 
ing to engage in the project 
are 
urged to locate now the beds or 
patches of milkweed in their school 
areas and to start picking when 
the seeds turn brown and the pods 
burst open but before the floss has 
blown away. This degree of ripe­ 
ness should be expected between 
the 1st and 15 th of September.

31—-(AP) — British 
tanks captured Amiens and 
established a bridgehead in 
strength across the Somme 
river today in a lightning 60- 
mile drive in 48 hours that 
found the Germans in full 
flight back to the Reich be­ 
fore four onrushing Allied ar­ 
mies. 
The British raced with Am­ 
erican columns which over­ 
ran Laon and stabbed on 
north more than two miles to with­ 
in 33 miles of Belgium with such 
bewildering speed that they over­ 
whelmed three trainloads of Ger­ 
man soldiers trying to escape. 
Lt, Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
American F irst Army, shifted east­ 
ward several days ago, drove two 
and one half miles northeast of 
captured Laon in a 
swift 
dash 
toward the Belgian frontier. 
At. 
Laon his troops caught three train­ 
loads of German soldiers about to 
pull out of the station and killed 
and captured them all. 
The It. S. Tlr'rd Army front to 
the southeast captured St. Dizier, 
18 miles east of Vitrv in the deep­ 
est bulge toward Germany. 
From Paris to the sea, Ameri­ 
can. British and Canadian bridge­ 
heads over the Seine were blended 
into a single attack which cut the 
inland road from Dieppe and stab­ 
bed 45 miles north of the Seine to 
Amiens on the Somme. 
The British and Canadians were 
veering directly toward the rocket 
bomb coast of France.

In an eight mile flanking sweep 
northeast of Rouen the Canadians 
plunged within 30 miles of a two 
year delayed vengeance for the 
Dieppe raid. 
German resistance was collaps­ 
ing along almost the whole line, 
.strongly suggesting that the en­

may have decided

With their path of withdrawal 
already flanked to the east it 
appeared they m ust go northward 
into Belgium.

The first large scale harvest of 
potatoes in the county is now un­ 
derway on the F. L. Dodds and 
Sons farm s on Route 6 near Co­ 
lumbus. They have started digging 
their early Katahdins and making 
deliveries direct to stores in this 
vicinity. 
More than 
600 bushels of 
the 
new crop have been dug by the 
Dodds, who have men at work on 
their farms getting the spuds out 
of the ground. The potatoes are 
just about the finest these men 
have ever produced and there is a 
rem arkably fine yield per 
acre. 
The large sized firm white K a tah ­ 
dins find a ready m arket and are 
j favorites with the purchasers. The 
potatoes are graded 
and 
sacked 
and Slivered in fine shape. 
The crop is being harvested on 
a plan whereby digging is done 
twice each week. the potatoes held 
three days and then they are grad­ 
ed in accordance with If, S. Stand­ 
ards. This year the Dodds have 
over 50 acres planted to potatoes.

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WOMEN NEEDED TO HELP SAVE FRUIT CROP 
Pennsylvania’s women and girls are doing more than 
a man-sized job in relieving the shortage of pickers 
on the bumper fruit crops, Miss Eliza Corbin, assistant 
state supervisor of Emergency Farm Labor at the Penn­ 
sylvania State College, revealed today. 
4 * Hundreds and hundreds of feminine workers have 
literally saved much of our fruit crops by volunteering 
as pickers of cherries, and are now busy on peaches 
and tomatoes, Miss Corbin revealed. At the same time 
recruiting is under way for harvesting prune plums, 
grapes, late peaches, pears, apples and other tomato 
crops. 
A critical fruit area will be Erie county, where 
82,000 prune plum trees will have to be picked from 
September 7 to 20. 
In the same area, 7,500 acres of 
grapes must be harvested from September 20 to Octo­ 
ber 21, and special women’s camps are being planned to 
meet the situation. 
Recruiting for the Erie county camps is under way 
In Clearfield, Jeffeison, Forest, Clarion, Warren, and 
Crawford counties, and women and out-of-school girls 
are being sought for the fruit picking. 
Women of Philadelphia and Pittsburgh are now 
picking tomatoes in Lancaster county. Over IOO school 
girls of Blair, Cambria, Northumberland, Luzerne and 
Allegheny counties are working in peach orchards of 
Adam acounty. 
In addition virtually every county in the state has 
has corps of girls and women working in local orchards 
and on farms as tile feminine, volunteers meet the short­ 
age of available pickers during the critical seasonal 
harvests. 
Warren county has already made a commendable 
contribution to this essential patriotic project. 
Girls 
and women interested in helping to save the prune and 
grape crop may secure further information by applying 
at the local office of the Farm Labor Corps at 220 
'L ib e rie stre e t. 


THE LONGEST FIGHT 
The second World W ar is five years old. 
At dawn 
©n Sept. I, 1939, the German armies marched into 
Poland. Today the weary remnants and replacements 
of those armies are being forced back through Poland 
toward the same borders which the Nazi invaders 
crossed so confidently live years ago. 
Organized hostilities in Poland lasted only 35 days. 
But the Poles never stopped fighting. Even before the 
capitulation, the late General Sikorski succeeded in 
forming an army of 80,000 in France to carry on the 
* battle. 
And at home guerrilla units were organized 
which eventually became the underground army of 
250,000 that now, after five years ol stealthy, weak re­ 
sistance, is striking a strong and open blow against the 
oppressor. 
The Polish forces outside of Poland have fought 
Unceasingly for the victory that is now in sight. They 
went through the battle of France in 1940, and were 
the first men into Narvik in tile ill-fated invasion of 
Norway. Another army was organized among released 
prisoners in Russia. 
Seventy-live thousand men were 
transferred to the Middle East. These fought through 
the Libyan campaign and are now aiding the advance 
in Italy. 
Another 80,000 are fighting with the Red 
Army. 
The Polish navy was at Dunkirk and Dieppe. 
Its 
amah force of warships participated in the Bismarck 
attack, and in Atlantic and Mediterranean operations. 
And Polish merchantmen have sailed all the worlds 
oceans in Allied convoys. 
The 12,000 men of Poland’s air force have flown 
more than 7000 sorties, dropping almost 8000 tons of 
bombs and destroying or damaging upwards of IGOU 
enemy aircraft. 
In the past five years Poland has lost almost one- 
fifth of her prewar population--6,600,000 killed in battle 
or by torture, privation and disease. 
Yet the most 
brutal punishment that Nazi sadism could devise has 
not been able to weaken Poland’s hope, or kill her 
resistance. 
Poland’s contribution to victory ma 
when compared with the armies and indu 
America or Britain or Russia. 
But Poll 
tion of spirit and courage has been very gr**a 
this example, and its later reflection in Hugh 
and Norway, in Greece and Yugoslavia and Ii 
dom in Europe could not have survived to sec 
victory. 
Now that victory is in sight, at the end o 
of war, it is proper that we should rem* tuber and hail 
the nation which has fought the longest, and suffered 
the most.

ASHINGTON - Without 
detracting one bit from 
the magnificent showing made 
by American troops in north­ 
west France, history must find 
a place for the gallant record of 
tile relatively small British and 
Canadian forces who stood and 
took it while the Yanks were 
executing the spectacular end 
runs which enveloped Cherbourg, 
Brittany and outflanked Paris. 
To these Tommies and Maple 
Loafers, with some Dutch amil 
Belgian elements, fell the task 
of holding the pivotal eastern 
end of the Normandy beachhead 
—where the Germans had the 
most troops, where they could 
more easily bring up reinforce­ 
ments and where it was known 
they would fight desperately to 
protect the "rocket coast.” 
Yank Opposition Fades 
The American forces pushed 
westward. Again, they must be 
given all credit and sincere grat­ 
itude for the most courageous 
fighting against the most bitter 
resistance. Yet the fact remains 
that in a relatively short time 
their opposition faded out as com­ 
pared to that met by the British 
and Canadians, and they were 
off on a succession of headline- 
catching dashes while the British 
and Canadians were still slug­ 
ging it out in the east, with little 
or no glory. 
Let’s take a look at the time­ 
table as recorded in the com­ 
muniques: 
On June IO, four days after the 
landing, U. S. troops were push­ 
ing 
west 
while 
the 
British- 
Canadian force "stood firm” in 
the area of Caen, still in enemy 
hands. Next day the Americans 
were pushing north on the Cher­ 
bourg peninsula to the outskirts 
of Montebourg. On the 13th they 
were within ten miles of Cher­ 
bourg. The British and Canadians 
were 
still 
struggling 
around 
Caen, having taken a few villages. 
British Hold Firm 
On the 14th German armor 
violently attacked the British be­ 
tween 
Caen 
and 
Tilly. 
Tile 
Americans were expanding south 
and 
west 
on 
the 
Cherbourg 
peninsula. On the 17th the Ger­ 


mans launched a heavy attack 
east of Caen, which the Tommies 
and Canadians withstood. Next 
day the Yanks cut the penim ala. 
Cherbourg fell on the night of 
the 26th after heavy fighting, and 
next day the British cut the 
Caen-Villers 
Bocage 
railroad, 
southeast of Caen, in the face of 
heavy 
infantry 
and 
armored 
counterattacks and in a torrential 
rain. On the 29th the Germans 
opened a heavy counterattack on 
the Caen-Villers-Bocage railroad. 
In a little over three weeks the 
Americans had swept over almost 
the entire Cherbourg peninsula. 
The British and Canadians, un­ 
der ceaseless counterattack, had 
struggled barely 15 miles from 
the beach. 
July 3 the Americans Started 
driving down the west coast of 
the peninsula. By the ninth the 
British and Canadians had taken 
Caen after the most brutal kind 
of infighting, especially over the 
Carpiquet airport in the Cana­ 
dian sector. 
On the 29th, the Yanks took 
Coutances, having advanced to 
occupy a total of more than 300 
square miles in about ten days. 
The British and Canadians, mean­ 
while, were trading villages with 
the Germans and had been held 
up by a strong tank screen before 
Vimont. 
Up to this time the Americans 
had met stiff opposition, but now 
the end had begun in northwest 
France. Like wildfire, the Yanks 
spread over Brittany. Then five 
American columns turned east 
toward Paris. 
Canc* ians Take Falaise 
On Aug. 12th the Americans 
were ten miles south of Nantes 
and on the 18th they had lib­ 
erated Dreux, Chartres, Chateau- 
dun and Orleans. 
On that day the Canadians 
took Falaise, after being held up 
7,000 yards from the town. 
The Falaise gap was dosed the 
next 
day—Canadians 
on 
the 
north 
and Americans on the 
south Both took heavy beatings 
from tire Germans, most of whom 
escaped that trap, only to stumble 
into a larger one against the 
banks of the Seine. 
The 
Canadians 
and 
British 
were still engaged with hard- 
fighting Germans on the Cabourg- 
Gace highway.
